H ealth W eek, May 13 to 20, an 
annual public service prog ram of 
the podiatry profession, he sug - 
g 3sted th a t foot health prog rams 
be initiated a t the local school 
level w ith 
the cooperation of 
podiatry org anizations. 
He noted that 8 0 per cent of 
all women and 60 per cent of 
all men suffer from some form 
of foot difficulty . Throug hout the 
country , 
about 
130,000,000 
Americans have had a foot prob­ 
lem a t one tim e or another. 
In a m ajority of these cases, 
the problem s could have been 
avoided if there were reg ular 
foot exam ination during child­ 
hood, and preventive measures 
instituted when the sy mptoms 
of disorder were evident. 
Foot ills are manifested in un­ 
usual way s, he said. For ex­ 
ample, a boy or g irl who is 
knock-kneed, pig eon-toed or bow 
leg g ed m ay have nothing wrong 
w ith his leg s but may in fact be 
suffering from a foot problem. 
W hen such conditions appear, 
he said, parents are advised to 
consult a foot specialist so that 
appropriate treatm ent prog rams 
can be recommended and im­ 
plemented.

In internatio nl dealings in currency, no tes 
Harper, we hav e mechanisms like the In­ 
ternatio nal Mo netary Fund to co rrect im­ 
balances. “ Perhaps we sho uld dev elo p so me 
kind o f Internatio nal Brain Bank to co rrect 
imbalances in brains.”

FAREWELL, POLL TAX 
It is hard to imagine anyo ne in the United 
States so po o r that the payment o f a two - 
do llar po ll tax wo uld be a hardship o f any 
co asequence. 
Why, then, is such a tax 
o bjectio nable? 
The sho rt answer is that the po ll tax is 
so mething which stands between the citi­ 
zen and the ballo t bo x. Whatev er do es that 
runs co unter to the best interests o f a de­ 
mo cracy. This is no less true because the 
effect o f the po ll tax as a hindrance to v o t­ 
ing is largely psycho lo gical. 
lhese ruminatio ns are pro mpted by the 
news that a three-judge Federal Co urt in 
Jackso n, Miss., has o rdered Mississippi to 
quit requiring payment o f the po ll tax as 
a prerequisite to v o ting in state and lo cal 
electio ns. Mississippi is the last state to be 
so o rdered.

The civ ilizatio n that was to beco me China 
had its beginnings in the cradle o f the Yello w 
Riv er, an area that has been inhabited by men, 
o r near-men, fo r po ssibly half a millio n y ears. 
This is the age giv en the remains o f primi­ 
tiv e Peking Man, who may o r may no t hav e 
been the ancesto r o f the mo dern Chinese. 
There, bo unded o n the east by v ast o cean, 
o n the no rth and west by desert and mo untain, 
o n the so uth by wilderness, scattered tribal 
clans emerged and began a lo ng pro cess o f 
cultural dev elo pment and ex pansio n. There, 
perhaps 3 ,000 y ears befo re Christ, were fo rged

While the Egy ptians were build- 
ng the first py ramids, legendary sage-kings, 
who m later Chinese like Co nfucius were to 
lo o k back o n as mo del rulers, were teaching 
the "black-haired peo ple" ho w to cultiv ate the 
fertile y ello w earth, to drain the marshes, 
do mesticate animals, erect dwellings, make 
weapo ns o f bro nze with which to co nquer 
sav age tribes. 
The wife o f the sage-king Huang T1 sho wed 
the peo ple ho w to make thread fro m the 
co co o ns o f the silkwo rm.

ate Chinese histo ry fo r tho usands o f y ears, so 
this first rev o lutio n set the pattern fo r the 
way in which n e a r l y ev ery later Chinese 
dy nasty was to rise and fall. 
It is with the Shang Dy nasty , which began 
abo ut 1 7 66 B.C., 
that the sto ry o f China leav es 
the realm o f legend and enters that o f fact.
